Now  and  then,  the  clever  face  would  be 
wreathed  in  smiles  of  satisfaction,  as.  at  intervals,  he  applied  a  chemical- 
soaked  sponge  to  the  hieroglyphics  beneath  his  gaze;  for.  at  each 
application,  the  figures  reformed  themselves  into  something  new  and 
strange,  or  rather  the  original  hierogl}])hics  seemed  to  fade,  giving 
I)lace  to   new. 

Curator  of  the 
British  Museum,  for  indeed,  it  was  he.  pursued  his  task,  and,  at  length, 
jumjied  to  his  feet  with  an  agility  that  l)elied  his  years,  triumph  written 
all  ()\er  his  face.

a  well  set  up  young"  man  of  pleasing,  if  not  handsome  features,  who 
l)ore  the  stamp  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge;  and.  lastly.  Gordon  Darrell. 
I^rnest's  chum,  a  huge  figure  of  a  man,  whose  immense  bulk  bespoke 
enormous  strength.  Over  their  breakfast,  the  Curator  was  narrating 
the  details  of  what  was  exidently  a  startling  discovery  in  his  work. 
"My  boys."  he  went  on.  resuming  his  story,  ''you  can  imagine  my 
surprise,  when  new  figures  began  to  form  under  the  action  of  the  acid. 
As  I  had  surmised,  the  manuscri]it  was  a  'palimpsest,'  that  is  to  say.  a 
])archment  from  whicli  old  writing  has  been  erased,  though  in  this  case 
imjKM-fectl}'  so.  for  the  purpose  of  putting  it  to  further  use.  Now, 
strange  and  incredible  as  the  facts  may  seem,  I'm  going  to  unfold 
them  to  you. 

"The  hierogiphics  ])oint  to  the  existence  of  a  hitherto  unheard  of 
city  in  Abyssinia,  Nu1)ir.  which  fiourished  in  the  fifth  century  B.C..  the 
inhal)itants  of  which,  the  Xubiroi.  were  worshippers  of  Osiris,  Anubis 
and  Isis.

I  mean  to  set  out  immediately  and 
prosecute  the  search.  We  are  not  lacking  in  data,  as  the  location  is 
given  as  'twenty  thousand  paces  towards  the  rising  stin  from  Mt.  Guna.' 
W^ith  Assab.  in  h'ritrea.  on  the  Red  Sea.  as  our  1)ase.  not  more  than 
200  miles  march  is  necessar}-.  I  haven't  the  slightest  doubt  that  Derek 
Brent,  the  shipowner,  will  help  finance  the  scheme  and  i)rocure  a 
suitable    vessel." 

All  the  time.  Darrell  was  plainly  consumed  with  excitement.  Lurk- 
ing in  the  back  of  his  mind  was  the  thought  that,  while  participating 
in  this  adventure,  he  would  have  an  o])portunity  of  testing  his  glider 
to  the  full.  Although  a  \()ung  man.  Darrell  had  astounded  the  critics 
with  flights  varying  from  one  to  three  hours,  a  feat  hitherto  unheard 
of.  on  a  machine  of  his  own  design.  He  had  learned,  by  carefid  re- 
search, to  harness  the  winds  and  air-cttrrents.  and  thereby  cast  liehind 
him  all  thoughts  of  engine-power  in  flying. 

As  prophesied  by  Warnock.  Senior,  Brent  placed  no  difficulties, 
but  he  rather  aided  them  ])y  promising  financial  help  and  a  small 
vessel,  the  "Mercur\-."  which  would  be  suitable  for  the  adventure,  and 
further  promising  that  he  would  accompany  them  on  their  trip. 

After  three  weeks  of  beautifid  weather  at  sea.  with  the  excejition 
of  two  days  heavy  sailing  ofl'  the  Portuguese  Coast,  the  "Mercury" 
])ut  into  Assab.  at  the  southern  extremity  of  the  Red  Sea.  Realizing 
the  truth  of  the  old  ])roverl):  "The  more  haste,  the  less  speed."  plenti- 
\u\  and  careftU  preparations  were  made  for  the  expedition,  not  forgetting 
the  ])acking  of  Darrell's  machine  with  elaborate  care.  Four  saddle 
camels  and  three  pack  animals  were  hired  without  difficidtx',  and  the 
whole  part}"  of  four  Fnglishmen  and  three  hired  Ab^ssinians  set  otit 
for  their  goal. 

The  stretch  of  150  miles  of  sand  and  scrul)  was  crossed,  until  diffi- 
culties were  encountered  on  approaching  the  rising  grotmd.  where  the 
camels  were  tiseless  for  transport.

Here  are  a  few  suggestions : 
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provisioned,  yet  greatly  hampered  l)y  the  unwieldy  parts  of  Darrell's 
glider.  After  a  further  day's  march,  young  Warnock  discerned  in  the 
distance  the  peak  of  a  mountain,  rising  from  a  range  of  lesser  heights, 
which  his  father  judged  to  be  Mt.  Guna,  from  his  map. 

.\lthough  so  near  their  objective,  having  to  trek  onh'  to  within 
20  miles  of  Mt.  Guna,  according  to  the  MS.,  real  difficulties  began  to 
be  encountered,  in  the  shape  of  lions  and  seemingly  impassible  barriers. 
Consequent!}'  their  march  was  slow,  fully  four  days  elapsing  before 
thev  arrived  at  the  location  which  Warnock  adjudged  to  be  their 
objecti\e.  Marching  was  possil)le  for  only  six  out  of  the  twenty-four 
hours,  so  overpowering  was  the  heat,  which  seemed  to  rise  in  waves 
from  the  Inirning  rock  to  meet  them.  Then  again,  much  time  was 
spent  in  the  construction  every  night  of  a  thorn  boma  round  their 
encampment  to  keep  the  lions  at  a  distance. 

Warnock  was  plainly  disappointed  ;  nowhere  was  there  evidence 
of  a  ruined  city,  yet  he  had  absolute  faith  in  his  MS.  Behind  and  to 
the  sides  lay  the  hilly  country  they  had  just  traversed,  while  in  front 
rose  a  wall  of  rock  which  extended  for  miles  to  north  and  south.  How 
to  circumvent  this  difficulty  was  the  burning  question. 

W^ithout  a  murmur  Darrell  set  about  the  unpacking  of  his  gliders. 
After  two  hours'  arduous  work,  the  machine  stood  ready  for  flight, 
supposing  the  wind  and  air-currents  advantageous.  The  hope  of  ulti- 
mate success  w'as  reflected  in  Harold  Warnock's  eyes  as  he  watched 
the  young  aeronaut's  preparations,  but  little  did  he  think  at  what  a 
price  was  success  to  be  purchased.  All  six  bent  to  the  work  of  drag- 
ging the  machine  uphill  to  the  crest  of  a  hill,  which  lay  about  half  a  mile 
to  the  East.  Arrived  on  the  summit,  Darrell  listened  carefully  to  War- 
nock's instructions,  and,  shaking  hands  with  his  friends,  launched  forth 
on  his  dangerous  flight.  At  first,  the  glider  pursued  a  downward 
course,  but,  catching  an  upward  trend  of  the  air,  Darrell  secured  his 
former  level  and  mounting  slowly  but  steadily  in  steps,  as  it  were,  he 
utilized  the  propitious  air-currents  until  he  was  plainly  above  the 
height  of  the  rock-barrier.  Then  l)egan  a  volplane  descent,  until  he 
disappeared  from  the  eager  watchers'  view. 

Darrell,  primarily,  was  thrilled  with  his  conc|uest  of  the  air,  and. 
secondly,  gave  his  thoughts  to  the  ol)ject  oi  his  flight.  On  crossing" 
the  barrier,  he  could  see,  nestled  in  a  natural  am])hitheatre,  the  ruins 
of  a  small  city,  in  the  centre  of  which  stood  the  remains  of  what 
seemed  to  be  a  temple.  Then,  moving  his  ailerons  to  bring  him  to 
earth,  he  urged  the  glider  gradually  to  the  safety  of  "terra  firma,"  and 
landed,  more  comfortably  than  he  had  hopecl,  in  an  oj^en  space  in  front 
of  the  temple. 

His  heart,  bounding  with  eagerness,  the  young  aviator  released 
himself  from  the  framework  of  his  glider,  and  hurried  amidst  the  ruins 
of  the  temple,  repeating  to  himself :  "Where  Isis  points  and  gold  rail 
intersects.  Halt  thy  search,  beware  thine  eyes."  What  meaning  could 
those  last  words  possibly  convey?  Nothing  deterred,  he  hastened  into 
the  dimness  of  the  temple  and  was  at  first  startled  by  the  huge  figure 
of  the  god,  Osiris,  flanked  on  either  side  by  crumbling  representations 
of  the  dog-headed  Anubis  and  Isis,  the  Egyptian  goddess,  i)ointing  her 
1)razen  arm  in  his  direction,  as  if  to  deny  him   entrance. 

Following  this  line  with  his  eye,  nothing  was  evident  \\hich  inter- 
sected "Where  Isis  points,"  but  after  careful  search  he  observed  two 
bronze  sockets  on  either  side  of  the  temple,  which,  without  a  doubt,  had 
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at  one  time  supported  some  form  of  rail.  Drawing-  an  imaginery  line 
joining  these,  he  placed  himself  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  this  line 
and  the  direction  in  which  Isis'  finger  pointed.  At  first  defeat  loomed 
before  him  in  the  sha])e  of  the  mocking  Osiris,  but  on  scraping  the 
the  marlde  floor  for  yards  around,  he  eventually  discerned  what  was 
plainly  a  huge  flagstone,  with  a  hea\y  metal  ring  set  in  its  surface. 

Hardly  able  to  control  liimself  in  his  excitement,  and  forgetting 
the  words  of  warning  in  the  manuscript,  he  went  down  to  raise  the 
marl)le  flagstone.  Exerting  his  utmost  strength,  he  found  he  was  able 
to  raise  the  immense  weight  only  a  bare  inch,  which  as  he  found  out 
later,  was  but  a  quarter  of  its  whole  depth.  It  was  plain  that  he  could 
not  hope  to  raise  the  stone  high  enough  to  admit  his  body  l)y  this 
method  ;  so  looking  round  the  temple  he  stuml^led  on  a  long  two-inch 
bar  of  lieav}-  metal,  whose  [xiint  he  placed  alongside  the  flagstone  close 
to  the  chink  in  the  floor.  Summoning  all  his  strength  for  a  second 
attempt,  the  young  giant  braced  his  shoulders  and  heaved.  To  his 
surprise,  he  had  raised  the  flagstone  fully  three  inches  clear  of  the 
floor;  so,  holding  it  in  this  position  for  a  moment,  he  managed  to  insert 
the  point  of  the  l)ar  under  the  flagstone  with  his  foot.

The 
treasure  was  there;  he  could  feel  it.  but  why  couldn't  he  see  it?  "Good 
heavens,"  he  uttered,  "I  am  l:)lind."  Hardly  realizing  what  had  hap- 
pened, he  tore  ofif  his  jacket,  which  he  converted  into  a  sack  of  sorts, 
into  which  he  emptied  the  contents  of  the  stone  coflin. 

In  precipitate  haste,  he  staggered  up  the  uneven  steps  with  his 
burden,  felt  for  the  ring  in  the  flagstone,  took  his  direction  therefrom, 
and  stumbled  towards  where  he  thought  his  machine  was.  Doubly 
burdened  with  blindness  and  treasure,  he  sought  for  hours  before  he 
was  successful.  Heavens !  when  would  that  l)linding  green  light 
cease?  "Beware  thine  eyes,"  he  gasped.  "What  a  fool  I  was!  The 
cavern  walls  were  scattered  with  radium  deposits." 

Blind  as  he  was,  his  sense  of  direction  was  acute,  and  ])lacing  his 
treasure  in  the  glider,  he  commenced  to  haul  it  uphill  towards  where 
he  thought  the  brink  of  the  cliffy  was.  Treading  slowly,  he  at  last 
found  himself  on  the  summit,  and  unaware  of  the  blackness  of  the  night 
and  the  fact  that  he  was  unobserved,  he  mounted  the  glider  and  launched 
into  space,  hoping  to  land  safely  somewhere  by  means  of  a  gentle 
volplane.  Setting  his  ailerons  for  a  long  gentle  glide,  he  prayed 
Heaven   for  safety  and  entrusted  his  soul  to   God. 

Crash  !  He  had  been  scarcely  two  minutes  in  the  air,  when  the 
machine  crashed  to  the  ground,  a  hopeless  wreck  of  tangled  wood,  silk, 
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wife  stays  and  humanity;  and,  strange  to  relate,  in  the  midst  of  the 
wreck,  a  fortune  in  precious  stones. 

A  watch  had  l)een  ke])t  over  Warnock's  encampment,  and  on  Ijeing 
awakened  bv  the  Abyssinian,  the  Englishmen  hurried  to  the  scene  of 
the  disaster.'  What  was  their  terror,  when  the  wreck  met  their  gaze 
and  the  senseless  body  of  Darrell  gazed  up  at  them  unseeing!  There 
was  no  thought  of  treasure  in  their  minds,  but  simultaneously  each 
murnnired  the  (piestion :  "Is  he  dead?"  Warnock.  Senior,  bent  over 
the  crumi)led  body  and  listened  for  the  Ideating  of  that  brave  heart. 
Xo.  he  was  not  deceived;  Darrell  lived.  Forcing  some  spirit  between 
his  lips,  the  friends  eagerly  awaited  the  result.

Tomorrow 
there  would  l)e  no  old  Wa-hei-ha  to  tell  them  stories  and  to  play  with 
them.  The  men  would  sorrow  in  their  own  silent  way,  and  the 
women  weep  as  they  put  their  little  ones  to  bed,  and  tell  them  that  he, 
Wa-hei-ha,  had  gone  on  a  long  journey  many  moons  to  the  westward. 
The  old  man,  with  one  last  effort,  rose  to  his  feet  again,  faced  the  west, 
and  smiling  he  fell.  His  spirit  was  with  the  churning  waters.  To- 
morrow he  would  be  among  his  ancestors.  Once  again  the  wolf  on  the 
further  shore  howled,  and  then  silence.  But  never  again  would  Wa- 
hei-ha's  war-cry  reverberate  through  the  canyon  ;  never  again  would 
the  great  chief  utter  sound  on  mortal  earth.  j.
